Washington  Hopes  That  Peac 
on  "Key"  1\oads  Way  Lead 
to  General  Stttlenfient  — 
Progress  tiot  Reipcrted 

WASHINGTON,  Sept.  8.— 
On  the  bdeid  of  personal 
report*  to  cert n  idrain- 
istration  leaders,  a  more  uptimil- 
tic  view  of  the  railroad  strike 
situation  was  appatrnt  today  in 
P'ovcrnment  circles  than  in  the 
past  week. 

Beveral  offlelala  who  have  been  in 
clone  personal  touch  with  atrlke  de- 
velopnienta  declarod  that  aettleinent 
of  the  labor  controveray  on  a  num- 
ber of  roads  was  a  "probahle"  re- 
Hult  of  the  aerlee  of  conferaaoaa 
w  hich  they  undawtood  to  ba  in  pro- 
greaa  In  Chleaga. 

llie  extent  to  which  the  neaotla* 
tlona  might  ts"  toward  elfectinff  a  na- 
tl'  iinl  Hr-ttlement  was  not  forecaat  In 
Id     •  It-H,   but   tho   hdiip  was  ex- 

prcant'd  that  a  partial  peace  with 
"key"  roads  might  aerve-^aa  waa  the 
caae  In  the  bitumlnoua  coal  aettla> 
mant — aa  a  athrttaw  point  for  a  can- 
oral  aattlcment. 

The  Chlcaao  meetinss  were  said  to 
have  been  laracly  a  reault  of  afltarta 
on  the  part  of  Daniel  Wtllard,  who 
waa  iindoratKod  to  have  aaaociated 
with  hun  repreaentutlves  of  about  85,- 
OUU  miles  of  operated  track.

nations  and  their  immediate  neigii- 
bors  to  be  considered.  The  popula- 
tion in  that  peppery  part  of  the  world 
lb  made  up  uf  liighly  eruptive,  not 
to  aay  explosive,  Inaterials.  It  has 
ff>  h'..w  periodically  and  rcfiiu  c 
Its  temperature  by  letting  of  blood. 
Hut  the  other  nations  are,  we  trust, 
somewhat  'liff'trnt  in  temper  and 
temperament.  Must  of  them  have 
juat  finished  their  parts  in  a  great 

war,  and.  uliilf  still  suffering  from 
the  consequence:!  of  that  terrible  con- 
flict, are  not  at  all  likely  t6  jump 
hastily  into  another.  In  fact,  they 
are  in  no  condition  to  do  it.  They 
are  exhausted  physically  and  finan- 
cially, and  it  will  take  several  years 
of  hard  and  continuous  labor  to  re- 
store normal  condttlent.  Therefore, 
we  do  not  for  a  moment  believe  that 
there  is  any  danger  of  a  war  of  great 
proportions.  Such  cataatroph*  fot> 
lowing  five  other  years  of  world  U*v- 
ail  is  unthinkable.

OAK  BAYt  OPPORTUNITY 


Our  most  immediate  neighbors  in 
the  municipality  of  Oak  Bay,  having 
established  themselves  in  the  busi- 
nesa  of  government  on  their  own  ac- 
count, naturallv  will  desire  to  have 
all  the  appurtenances  of  a  corpura- 
iion.  All  the  other  municipalities  in 
the  neighborhood  have  public  parks 
or  public  playgrounds  of  some  de- 
scription, and  th*  people  of  Oak  Bay 
should  not  lack  any  of  the  thing.s 
considered  necessary  to  their  physi- 
cal wcll*bcing. 

Some  objrttions  have  been  raised 
to  the  purchase  of  the  area  that  is 
the  property  of  the  tramway  com- 
pany and  was  ii^ril  .is  ,i  public  play- 
ground for  many  years.  One  of  the 
objections  is  that  the  property  is  not 
untfuiently  central  for  the  designed 
purpus^;  another  is  that  the  munici- 
pality is  in  no  need  of  a  public  park 
because  there  are  so  many  vacant 
bnds  that  can  be  used  for  recrea- 
tion. Neither  objection  carries  any 
real  force  The  property  is  the  finly 
one  available;  it  is  in  such  shape 
that  very  little  expenditure  will  be 
required  to  make  it  suitable  for  the 
designed  purposes;  and  if  the  popu- 
laton  of  Oak  Bay  continues  to  in- 
crease at  it*  present  ratio  (and  it  is 
certain  to  gam  impetus  with  every 
passing  year),  the  vacant  space*  will 
be  rare  within  a  comparatively  abort 
time.  ' 

However,  the  buainess  is  that  of 
the  ratepayers  of  the  municipality. 
They  are  welcome  to  the  use  of  Vic- 
toria's parks,  we  are  sure,  as  far  as 
onr  people  are  concerned:  but  young 
communities,  like  young  persons  set- 
ting up  a  household  on  their  own  ac- 
count, generally  like  to  exercise  "the 
glorious  privilege  of  being  inda<

A  plan  by  whji  li  seli  .  'cd  prupcitles 
from  the  <  ily  h  reverted  lands  would 
be  placed  oil  aiilf  on  the  I'r  ilii.  ?<. 
With  a  view  to  bringing  aettlere  here 
and  also  placing  again  In  the  revenue- 
producing  column  the  real  estate 
owned  by  Victoria  haa  conalderable 
to  recommend  it.  In  the  opinion  of 
Mayor  Marchant,  who  haa  evolved 
the  scheme,  but  who  states  that  he 
iM  not  prepared  to  recommend  It  to 
the  Council. 

In  considering  xarlouH  methods  of 
Kettlnj?  rid  of  the  reverted  lands  the 
Mayor  hit  upon  the  idea  that  it 
might  be  poaaible  to  send  an  ofBclal 
back  to  the  Prairies  and  there  ar- 
range for  the  holding  of  sales,  prob- 
ably auction  sales,  at  which  ( .irefuiiy 
selected  parcels  of  reverted  property 
would  be  offered.
